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Missouri Has Quality Tops

out at Missouri State Fair, but the quality of the 

tops in each class was well up to the standard of 
recent years, in the opinion of Prof. H. H. Kildee, who 
judged the black and white show. The 111 head on exhi- 
bition, including the Junior Dairy Show, included several 
sensational show animals and a large number of creditable 
individuals, there being only a few head that were not 
a credit to a show of this calibre. 

As announced in a former issue, Maytag Dairy Farms, 
Newton, Iowa, made the best showing of any of the exhi- 
bitors, bringing out three of the four champions and win- 
ning eight firsts, three seconds, one third, two fourths and 
two fifths, which made them Premier Exhibitor over Chap- 
man Dairy of Kansas City by the narrow margin of ten 
dollars. Chapman would have been Premier Breeder, had 
there been such an award at Sedalia, winning more prizes 
than any other exhibitor, including junior champion female, 
four firsts and seven seconds. Fredmar Farms of St. Louis 
took a first and three seconds and Iowa Board of Control 
had one first, two seconds and five thirds. Pevely Dairy, 
Crescent, Mo. also had a blue and Ira Romig & Son, 
Topeka, Kansas, took fifteen prizes, being in the money 
in practically every class. State Hospital No. 1 at Fulton, 
Mo., also broke into the money a number of times and 
several entries from the junior department helped make 
the show. 

Man-O-War 30th, All-American three-year-old in 1931 
and Reserve All-American two-year-old in 1930, is out this 
year carrying the Maytag colors and in the opinion of the 
judge and several of the ringside who expressed themselves 
is better than last year. It is to say the least unusual to 
see a bull so square on the rump and carrying his head so 
proudly high without going down in the loin and back. 
He is not the largest bull in the world but is big enough, 
with great strength any way you look at him, together 
with fine quality and smoothness. He had no trouble at 
this show either in class or in the competition for cham- 
pionship honors. 

For second place in the aged bull class, Chapman’s 
junior sire, Triune Iowa Supreme, on a last minute switch 
beat out Pevely Piebe Creator. Both are short age three- 
year-olds. The Pevely bull was smoother than the other, 
especially back of the shoulders, but lacked in scale and 
leoked a bit round. Dean Colantha Homestead Ormsby, 
the Romig herd sire, was fourth. 

In the two-year-old class, Prince Ormsby Aaggie Home- 
stead beat out Man-O-War 62d, both shown by Maytag. 
The Prince bull will be remembered as a big rangy and 
somewhat “leggy senior yearling last year, winning jun- 
ior championship or standing second to the junior cham- 
pion all through a hard season. This year he has “bodied 
down” into an outstanding two-year-old to tremendous 
scale and strength that may prove to be hard to beat. 
C. L. E. Edwards of Topeka has a two-year-old son of the 
Dean bull in third place under Man-O-War 62d. 

The senior yearling class proved to be a battle between 
Sir Rose Wayne, last year’s junior champion at the Amer- 
ican Royal, and Mt. Pleasant King Ona Pietertje, last 
year’s All-American bull calf. The former, now owned 
jointly by Chapman and Adams Dairy Farms of Blue

Springs, Mo., won on greater strength of loin and length 
of body, although the Iowa bull was the better through 
the heart and middle. Iowa Board of Control had another 
Ollie bull in third place over Romig. Fredmar won the 
junior yearling class with a son of Triune Supreme, 
Chapman taking second and Iowa Board of Control third. 

The calf class brought out the junior champion of the 
show, Sir Posch Ormsby Inka, Maytag’s first son of De- 
CreamCo Calamity Posch from a “Prince” dam. Here is 
an outstanding calf and a good candidate for top honors 
anywhere and we hope to have a picture of him later. 

In the aged cow class, two famous animals from May- 
tag’s place first and second. Empire Lassie Ormsby 
Maid, last year’s All-American three-year-old and twice 
a member of the All-American Produce, won the class 
and had no trouble in going through to senior and grand 
champion. She is even more outstanding this year than 
last and is due to freshen at Waterloo by Mount Riga Sir 
Hazel. In second place was the well known winner of 
former years M B Ormsby Wayne. Although nearly nine 
years old and in milk more than a year, she looks better 
than last year when she won a number of grand champion- 
ships. She is said to be due in December by DeCreamCo 
Calamity Posch. Fredmar had two cows standing third 
and sixth in this class of thirteen, with Chapman fourth 
and Romig fifth. 

Pevely Rose Segis Creator, formerly All-American as 
calf and senior yearling, topped a good three-year-old class 
She had been bred to freshen just right for the National 
and the Pevely people are naturally much disappointed 
that there will be no National at which to show her. Fred- 
mar had two daughters of Fredmar Korndyke Lad stand- 
ing second and eighth. Because of her dry udder, the 
beautifully bodied Romig heifer could do no better than 
third, with two heifers from Iowa Board of Control placing 
fourth and sixth. This was a better class of three-year- 
olds than we often see at a state fair. Iowa Board of 
Control got their only blue in the two-year-old class. with 
Chapman entries second and seventh. 

Chapman had a field day in the senior yearling class, 
The superior strength and 
constitution of L-JaiCee Princess Gewina, made her first 
over L-JaiCee Vera Pride, last year’s Reserve All-American 
calf, in spite of the sweetness and choice type of the latter. 
In third place was L-JaiCee Iris Piebe, all three heifers 
being daughters of Triune Ormsby Piebe 59th. 

The junior yearling class with another “double header,” 
Maytag this time having first and second on a couple of 
Prince daughters, with Iowa Board of Control third and a 
daughter of “‘Pevely Ross” by Pevely Inka Matador stand- 
ing fourth. 

In the calf class they still kept coming in bunches, 
Chapman taking first and second. The winner, L-JaiCee 
Vesta Piebe, is full sister to “Vera” with all the type and 
beauty of the Reserve All-American and just a bit more 
strength and body constitution. She was junior champion 
of the show and will be hard to beat this year. Fredmar 
had a calf in third place that would have been first in 
almost any competition. 

The Get of Sire class went to Maytag, showing three

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Illinois—A Quality Show

ITH 183 Holsteins on exhibition from four different 
W iates Illinois State Fair was able to put on a really 

high class show, with plenty of quality and a num- 
ber of red hot contests for Judge Axel Hansen to decide. 
The numbers were well above last year and would have 
been higher except for the usual conflict in dates with the 
neighboring state of Missouri. 

Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill., with perhaps the best 
balanced show herd in their history was the big winner, 
taking Premier Breeder and Premier Exhibitor honors, 
winning the Governor’s Cup, taking all championships as 
well as ten firsts, four second, three thirds and eleven 
lesser prizes in the open classes, besides twelve firsts in 
the special Illinois classes. 

Second in point of money winnings was Silver Glen 
Farm, St. Charles, Ill., with only one first but with seven 
seconds and seven thirds and a total of 22 ribbons in the 
open Classes. A. F. Randolph, Canton, IIll., stood next to 
Eimwood for number of blues, carrying off four first prizes, 
two seconds and two thirds, with a total of fifteen ribbons. 
Wisconsin Board of Control, Redfield State School and 
Home and Geor Schumacher of Wisconsin, by a coinci- 
dence each won thirteen ribbons, the Wisconsin Board 
winnings included two blues and Redfield one. Red Rose 
Farms Dairy, Northville, Mich., won a couple of seconds 
and other prizes and several other exhibitors broke into 
the money occasionally, including E. H. Ellingson, Poplar 
Grove, Ill., J. F. Greenwood, Laomi, Ill., and three or four 
of the club boys and girls. 

King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby, who has been All-Amer- 
ican as calf, yearling and two-year-old, started his vear as 
2 three-year-old by topping the good aged bull class of 
twelve and going through to senior and grand champion- 
ship. He seems to be rather better than last year and 
we understand he is siring some fine daughters in the 
herd of E. O. Paul & Son, Cambridge City, Ind., where he 
has been in service since his calf days. Another former 
All-American, Sir Hengerveld Persistency, owned by Red 
Rose, stood second over the three-year-old, Sir Billy 
Jennie De Kol, who is out for Silver Glen again. 

A surprise came in the two-year-old class when the 
two Elmwood bulls were switched from their last year’s 
piacings and lined up as they did as calves in 1930, with 
King Bessie Ormsby Piebe, All-American calf of 1930, 
taking first of Sir Fobes Ormbsy Hazelwood, All-American 
senior yearling of 1931. The two bulls are very close 
and this order may be reversed at later shows, even under 
the same judge. Wm. J. Mueller of Chicago and Elgin, IIL, 
owns an interest in the King Bessie bull and Everett Mar- 
tin & Son, Mukwonago, Wis., is part owner in the Fobes- 
Hazelwood bull. 

As expected the junior champion came out in the senior 
yearling class, he being King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 
16th, now junior sire at Elmwood. Last year he was just 
a good calf, always placing well up but only occasionally 
taking first. This year he looks almost unbeatable as a

shaped January bull calf shown by Elmwood. Two Other 
Elmwood calves placed seventh and eighth, and Silvey 
Glen also had two in the money, third and fifth. 

In the aged cow class we saw a renewal of one of the 
main battles at Waterloo and the National last year, ang 
the result was the same, the All-American four-year.ojg 
of 1931, Ellenvale Bonheur Posch Ormsby 34d, taking firg 
for Elmwood over the Reserve All-American, Silver Glep 
Clothilde Ormsby. The former is milking heavily—j9 
Ihs. a day on the grounds, according to reports— and while 
she is not in high condition, her quality, type and dairy 
temperament more than made up for the greater size of 
the Silver Glen cow, who is showing dry and is not quite 
close enough to freshening to be at her best. They area 
pair of great cows of strongly contrasting types and both 
great proven producers. Nywood Fobes Lass, 1931 granq 
champion at Springfield, stood third for Elmwood and 
Schumacher beat out Randolph for fourth place. 

Wisconsin Board took their first blue in the four-year. 
cld class, on one of the stars of former years, Branline 
Johanna Ollie, while Silver Glen took second with a former 
Logan winner, Iowis Nixie Ormsby. Elmwood’s famous 
ploducer and first prize winner, Dell Lyons Johanna Korp. 
dyke, dropped to third place. 

Whitehurst Pietertje, last year’s Reserve All-American 
two-year-old, won the three-year-old class for Randolph. 
She shows more size and constitution than last year with 
the same wonderful u@er and dairy quality. Silver Glen 
Miss Inka Vera, one of last year’s blue ribbon winners, 
beat out Bessie Diamond Coquette for second place. In 
the two-year-old class, Wisconsin Board scored again on 
a close decision of Bessie Ormsby Elaine, with the Silver 
Glen entry third. 

Bessie Ormsby Gladice, last year’s All-American calf, 
has developed into an outstanding senior yearling. Her 
udder is just beginning to fill, which is apt to be a handi- 
cap for a yearling heifer, her rump, top line and body con- 
formation leaves nothing to be desired. She went to the 
tcp, however, only after a hot battle with a King Bessie 
granddaughter shown by Schumacher, whose good young 
stuff in this show were all sired by King Bessie Colantha 
Hark. Virgil Albrecht, a Calf Club boy, took third in the 
strong classes, with another King Bessie daughter fourth 
and two Silver Glen heifers fifth and sixth. 

Randolph captured both first and second in the junior

numbered only 122 head but featured quality run- 

ning quite consistently through the classes. Judg- 
ing was done by L. S. Gillette, Fostoria, Iowa, whose 
conscientious and painstaking work was generally ap- 
preciated and showed plainly in the graduation of the 
classes as placed. Maytag Farms showed seven blues; 
p. P. Stewart, Maynard, Iowa, four; Iowa Board of 
Control, Des Moines, three; Redfield State Home and 
School for Feeble-Minded, Redfield, S. D., two; Ira 
Romig & Sons, Topeka, Kansas, two; and L. J. Chap- 
man Farms, Kansas City, Missouri, one. 

The grand champions were those veterans of former 
years, Man-O-War 30th, shown by Maytag, and Segis 
Pontiac May Beets, exhibited by Paul P. Stewart, May- 
nard, Iowa. Junior championship on bulls was awarded 
to Yankton Ormsby Pietertje that had won his class 
the previous week at the Illinois State Fair for Redfield 
State School and Home. The junior champion female 
was the senior yearling, Skylark Tritomia Latest Model, 
shown by Paul P. Stewart, and called by many in at- 
tendance at the show one of the great senior yearlings 
of recent years. 

The aged bulls came first. Here Judge Gillette 
found Man-O-War 30th an easy first but remarked at 
the quality of the next three, Romig’s Dean Colantha 
Homestead Ormsby taking second money. In the three- 
year-old bull class, the judge placed Stewart’s Ames 
Piebe Count Epsilon over the Chapman junior sire, 
Triune Iowa Supreme, as he showed more uniform 
depth through the body and appeared smoother. In 
the two-year-old bull class, the Maytag entry, Prince 
Ormsby Aaggie Homestead, was outstanding. This bull 
has developed splendidly over his excellent 1931 form 
and will have to be reckoned with in placing senior 
championships wherever he is shown. The senior year- 
ling class found a dark horse upsetting both the All- 
American Calf of 1931 and the Chapman bull that beat 
him at Sedalia the week before. The winner, Mt. Pleas- 
ant Sir Ollie Pietertje, found favor with the judge as 
he found more breed character and a better proportion- 
ment than in Mt. Pleasant King Ona Pietertje and the 
Chapman bull, Sir Rose Wayne, the three placing in the 
order given here. In the junior yearling bull class, 
Mt. Pleasant King Ona Deaen won first for the Iowa 
Board of Control. In the bull calf class, Judge Gillette 
found his top in the Redfield calf, Yankton Ormsby 
Pietertje. 

The aged cow class found Segis Pontiac May Beets 
repeating her performance of 1931 at the same show, 
winning first in class and later going on to senior and 
grand championships. The Romig cow took second 
money, Maytag’s M. B. Ormsby Wayne was third and 
the Iowa Board taking the next three places. 

In the four-year-old cow class,

Empire Lassie Ormsby Maid, was an easy first with 
Paul Stewart showing a strong second in a daughter of 
Forum Ormsby Perfection 

In the three-year-old cow class, Romig showed an 
easy first in Shungavalley Ormsby Lass. She did not 
have enough udder in her present form to go through 
to championship but in my opinion is a great prospect 
for future development. 

In the two-year-old class, Romig’s Shungavalley 
Beets Ormsby won out in what was undoubtedly the 
weakest class in the entire show. 

The senior yearling heifers brought out the junior 
champion in Stewart’s Skylark Tritomia Latest Model, 
a heifer of unusual strength, smoothness and character, 
and every inch a lady. She is a great credit to Mrs. 
Kellogg’s All-American herd sire, Skylark Hengerveld 
Butter Boy, who before his sale to Osborndale was 
used extensively in the Stewart herd, where he was 
bred and raised. 

The winner in the junior yearling class was May- 
tag’s Ormsby Kinnikinnic Jewel, daughter of Prince 
Ormsby Inka May from the old favorite, Kinnikinnic 
Jewel 2d. She was outstanding in class. In the calf 
class, L-JaiCee Jennie Piebe, shown by Chapman, easily 
took the top, with her sister by Triune Ormsby Piebe 
59th taking third. Redfield placed second on a daugh- 
ter of Sir Mutual Pansy, with Maytag’s under age 
daughter of DeCreamCo Calamity Posch showing up in 
fourth. 

In the groups, the weight of seven blues made the 
winning swing strongly to the Maytag colors. In Get 
of Sire, the Man-O-War group was an easy first. This 
is the same group that won the All-American award in 
1931 with the exception that the “Esther” heifer is 
being kept at home with a sensational record in prog- 
ress and ‘Little Lassie,’’ a black two-year-old, is pinch- 
hitting for her, at least temporarily. 

Maytag won the Produce of Cow class with the full 
sisters by Man-O-War from Mankato Lassie Ormsby. 
Iowa Board had that fine pair of Cherokee cows in 
second and Maytag surprised by bringing out Empire 
Man-O-War Betty (thin, but beautiful and extremely 
milky) to team with Man-O-War 30th for third place 
over Chapman’s splendid young pair from L-JaiCee 
Pietertje Ormsby. 

Maytag also took the graded herd with the grand 
champion bull and first prize four-year-old and junior 
yearling heifers scoring heavily. In the yearling herd, 
Stewart took first money on the weight of winnings in 
class, although most of us thought the second group, 
shown by Chapman, more uniform. Calf herd went to 
Redfield with Chapman offering a _ serious challenge 
with another very uniform group. 

In the dairy herd, Iowa Board again scored with

Wisconsin Stages Fine Show

exhibited, the Holstein show at the Wisconsin 

State Fair on August 30th and 31st more than 
upheld the reputation of the Badger State as a battle- 
ground of quality between the leading herds in the 
Middle West. This year 235 head were exhibited in the 
open classes as against 274 head shown last year. Not 
a great decrease when reports from some of the other 
shows are taken into consideration. A new ruling in 
the Wisconsin State Fair premium book that the exhibi- 
tor of a get of sire group must also be the owner of 
the sire of this group undoubtedly kept some exhibitors 
away from the Wisconsin Fair as they were not in- 
formed that the rule would not be enforced until after 
it was too late to make entry. This year in addition to 
entries from leading herds in the home state the Badger- 
ites had to compete against the crack string of Elm- 
wood Farms from Illinois as well as a show herd from 
Mt. Angel College Stock Farm, Mt. Angel, Oregon. 

Elmwood Farms started in right where they left 
off the week before at the Illinois State Fair and walked 
away with all the championships. In the open classes 
Elmwood was awarded seven blues, the Wisconsin 
Board of Control string had three blues to their credit 
while the Pabst Farms, Oosterhuis Farms and Mt. 
Angel College each accounted for a blue apiece in the 
open classes. In the groups Pabst picked up another 
blue on their produce of dam group and Elmwood won 
first honors in the other three groups. 

The classes were placed by J. P. Eves of Chicago 
who did his work in a very conscientious way that met 
the favor of the ringside fans in most all cases. 

The Bulls 

Fourteen aged bulls were paraded before Judge 
Eves and after he had looked them over very carefully 
the Wisconsin State Board of Control had the top three 
bulls in the line. Heading the lineup was Decora Segis 
Pontiae Sir Juneway, showing in much better form 
than he did the previous week at Springfield when he 
had to take fourth place. Decora Segis Pontiac Sir 
Juneway was easily the top of this class and should 
make some of the other aged bulls that are out this 
fall step before the season is over. 

Elmwood won the three-year-old bull class with their 
three times All-American winner, King Bessie Korn- 
dyke Ormsby who was later made Grand Champion of 
the show. Second in line was Sir Colantha Homestead 
Tidy fresh from his triumph at the Montana State Fair 
where he was made Grand Champion. This bull, who 
is owned by the Mt. Angel College Farm was Grand 
Champion at the Oklahoma State Fair last fall and if 
he keeps on developing the way that he has the past 
year, will be a hard one to beat when he does not run 
into the Elmwood bull. Third in line was Tritomia 
Homestead King, owned by the Wisconsin Industrial 
School for Boys, with a little more width in the rear 
quarters this bull would be hard to beat in any show.

After Joe had looked the entire class over he 
placed Sir Fobes Ormsby Hazelwood at the top with 
King Bessie Ormsby Piebe, the winner last week at 
Springfield, second in line thus reversing the Placing 
given them by Axel Hansen. However the Hazelwood 
bull has entirely recovered from his stiffness in one of 
his hind legs that was the cause of Axel giving him the 
red the week before. The swelling in his hock hag not 
entirely disappeared but it does not hinder him when he 
walks and Judge Eves thought that he just was too 
good a bull all the way through to not head the line, 
The battle for honors will be watched by Holstein fang 
all over the country as these two wonderful bulls fight 
it out at the later shows. Last year the Hazelwood bull 
was awarded All-American honors while the son of 
King Bessie won out the year before. 

King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 16th was easily the 
top in the Senior yearling class and was later made Jun- 
ior Champion of the show. Second in line was Colantha 
Pontiac Canary Lad, owned by Albert Steinke of Wau- 
kesha while third went to M. A. C. Inka Model Aaggie, 
second in a strong senior calf class at the Nationa] 
Dairy Show last fall. 

Mt. Angel College won their only blue of the show 
when Sir Model Bess Burke was placed at the top of 
the Junior yearling class. Although he carried too 
much flesh to suit Judge Eves he could not be denied 
the honor of heading the line when the ribbons were 
passed out as his flash and excellent rump was enough 
to place him over the Wisconsin Board of Control entry, 
Sir Pentone Ormsby who also placed second at Spring- 
field. 

The Oosterhuis Farms of Oconomowoc won the Sen- 
ior bull calf class with Oostie Inkarnation Matador 
Ormsby, a real showy son of their Junior herd sire, 
Inkarnation, who is getting such nice stuff for them. 
Elmwood had to be content with second on their son 
of King Bessie and Forum Vesta Diamond, who by the 
way is a full brother to their twice Reserve All-Ameri- 
can winner, Bessie Diamond Coquette. 

Judge Eves debated for fifteen minutes before he 
decided the Senior championship and then he gave it to 
King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby. Many of the ringside 
fans thought that Joe would have placed it on the win- 
ner in the two-year-old class, Sir Fobes Ormsby Hazel- 
wood, if his leg had not been slightly swollen. Junior 
Championship went to King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 
16th as mentioned before. 

The Female Classes 

The aged cow class was a real good one with 32 
entries lining up before the judge. It was a foregone 
conclusion that the Illinois Grand Champion Ellenvale 
Bonheur Ormsby Posch 38d would head the lineup but

Ohio State Fair 


Ainger and Dunloggin Take Championships 


a show that was better than the average state fair 

in quality, according to W. S. Moscrip, who judged 
the classes on September 1. Every class was headed by 
good animals and the quality at the foot of the classes 
did not run as low as we often see. With from ten to 
sixteen prizes in each class very few animals had to 
leave the ring without a ribbon of some kind. Although 
the county herd classification was eliminated this year, 
thus tending to keep down the numbers, there were Hol- 
stein exhibits from all parts of Ohio, as well as two full 
strings from Illinois, two from Michigan, two from 
Pennsylvania, and one each from Maryland, Massachu- 
setts and Indiana. 


Grand champion bull was Sir Hengerveld Persist- 
ency, who will be remembered as All-American three- 
year-old in 1930 bred and owned by F. B. Ainger Jr., 
and in service at his Red Rose Farms Dairy, North- 
ville, Mich. Junior champion was Man-O-War Sir 
Lassie, senior yearling son of Man-O-War, owned by 
Silver Glen Farm. Dunloggin had both the female 
champions, senior and grand going to Elnora Della 
Burke, famous prize winner of former years, and junior 
honors to Sunnybrook Hark Delaphene, a senior yearling 
daughter of King Bessie Colantha Hark. 


Silver Glen had nine firsts, five seconds, three thirds, 
two fourths and two other prizes, a total of twenty-one 
ribbons, in addition to their junior championship, win- 
ning all groups except one Dunloggin, in addition to 
their two champions, took six firsts, two thirds, two 
fourths and sixth. Whitehurst Farms, owned by A. F. 
Randolph, Canton, IIll., took one first, six seconds and 
a total of 19 ribbons, fourteen of them fifths or bet- 
ter. Red Rose won 21 ribbons besides their grand 
championship and Arbu was the only other exhibitor 
to take a first, their fifteen ribbons also including four 
seconds and four thirds. Hurlwood Holstein Farms, 
Ashley Falls, Mass., won 21 ribbons, including two sec- 
onds and three thirds, Robertson 18, including one sec- 
ond and two thirds and Landis of Pennsylvania 17 rib- 
bons running as high as third. Orr of Indiana had 
eleven ribbons up to third place. Of the Ohio exhibi- 
tors, the most successful were H. S. Dalton of Wake- 
man, with nine ribbons and Everson Bros. of Welling- 
ton with six. Eleven other exhibitors won one or more 
prizes. 

According to State Secretary I. D. Hadley, who sent 
us the awards, the two strongest classes were the aged 
cow class, in which the first six all qualified for the extra 
Advanced Registry premiums, and the senior yearling 
heifer class.

HE bottom of the depression seems definitely past 
I and the upturn already started. The mental attitude 
of the country has undergone a wholesome change 
—hope and confidence in the future have replaced fear 
and despondency. Commodity and security prices re- 
flect this condition. This change of mental attitude has 
been the one thing needful in bringing back better 
times. Buy now the things you need and can afford— 
and business and general employment will soon be 
again on a healthy basis. 

Increased employment will mean increased consump- 
tion of farm commodities, particularly milk butter and 
cheese—and this will be quickly reflected in better 
prices. The amount of dairy products in storage is the 
lowest in years, which is a helpful and encouraging 
factor in the dairy situation. Numbers of dairy cows 
are still too high. The culling program, in spite of 
the urgent advise of dairy leaders, has pretty thoroughly 
broken down this past year on account of low meat 
prices and the desire of every cow-owning farmer to 
increase his cash receipts by selling as much milk or 
butterfat as possible to eke out a living. As a result of 
this condition and generally reduced grain feeding, aver- 
age production per cow this summer has been very 
low—in fact, the lowest since the department has been 
assembling these figures. A marked shift toward fall 
freshening also is reported. 

One lesson that is being driven home to every dairy- 
man is the importance of more efficient producing cows. 
In this fact lies an opportunity for pure bred Holstein 
breeders in the future. Personal effort with progressive 
grade dairymen will be well repaid. At present price 
levels what an opportunity is presented in the purchase 
of desirable breeding animals. This applies both in the 
establishment of new pure bred Holstein herds and in 
adjustments of existing herds upon a higher quality 
basis. Many breeders are taking advantage of the situ- 
ation to buy herd sires of higher quality than they had 
ever expected to be able to own. 

We are convinced that breeders may now buy with 
confidence, that developments of the coming year will 
see a marked improvement in price levels and values 
as well as in the general business situation. Founda- 
tions for future prosperity are laid by wise and courag- 
eous action in times of depression. 


Breed Broadcasting 


HE five dairy breed associations are joining in a 

: year’s program of weekly ten-minute talks during 
the noon Farm Hour of WGY with the common 
purpose of selling the idea of improved dairy cattle to 
the farm audience of the East which is principally 
served by this station The programs start October 7 
with a general talk on the importance of the pure 
bred in the improvement of America’s dairy herds. This 
will be presented by some nationally known authority 
on the subject. Each breed in turn will then have one 
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of the ten-minute weekly periods to tell its own Story, 
which will give ten or twelve broadcasts to each breed 
during the year. A program of similar nature in the 
matter of topics will be arranged for each breed through 
the work of representative committe. In arrangement of 
the programs, it is the purpose of the committee to keep 
it on a high constructive plane and to avoid any dis.

ERMAN C. BUTH died suddenly July at his farm

Professor Bartlett of the College of 
Agriculture, under whose general 
supervision the breeding experiment 
is being conducted, explained the 
plans being formulated for the long- 
time fat test experiment. This pro- 
ject is very young. It was started in 
September, 1931 through the purchase 
of 35 cows with mature or mature 
equivalent records of 12,000 or more 
pounds of milk, testing 3.7 to 4% of 


plained by Professor Bender, who re- 
minded the crowd that dairy cows 
are mowing machines and that it is 
futile to operate such machines unless 
there is something to mow. From 
the results already secured in New 
Jersey and nearby states, it is evident 
that the modified “Hohenheim sys- 
tem” of rotation, which includes the 
moderate use of lime, manure and 
commercial fertilizers, has a distinct 
place on most of the dairy farms of 
the East. 

The guest speaker of the day was 
Dr. L. M. Thompson, president of the 
Holstein Association of America. In 
a ringing address he sounded a call 
to arms for an intelligent breeding 
program on the part of all, through 
the proper use of records of milk and 
fat. He said, in part, “The Holstein 
Association of America can do you 
only little good if you do not give it 
a lot of records to work with. Our 
cattle must be more than registered 
cattle. There is now the dawning of 
a new day in Cattle breeding. The 
keeping of individual cow records on

After 
Jim Bollerup had lead out “Ellenvale” for first place, 
George Schumacher’s veteran campaigner, Woodward 
Farm Nora Lee was given the call. 

The Wisconsin Board of Control scored a win in the 
four-year-old class with their winner at Springfield, 
Branline Johanna Ollie. This heifer will look good ip 
any competition and with her exceptional udder will be 
hard to stop at the later shows this fall. Second in line 
was the Oosterhuis Farms with Hoesly Veritas Windsor 
Homestead, a granddaughter of North Star Joe Home- 
stead that would have been hard to beat had she been 
a little closer to calving. 

Bessie Diamond Coquette gave the Elmwood organi- 
zation another blue in the three-year-old class. In 
second place was Milco Creamelle Canary, a daughter 
of the first prize winner in the aged cow class at the 
show last fall. However, she did not have quite enough 
class to beat out the Coquette heifer. Pabst Farm lost 
their three-year-old Pabst Crusader Mignonette by calvy- 
ing just the week before the show and Manager Fred 
Southcott had banked on winning this class with this 
Crusader daughter. Third in line was Inka May Tirania 
Douglass, owned by George Schumacher while the 
Board of Control had another heifer in fourth place. 

Pabst Farm won the blue in the two-year-old class 
with their Pabst Crusader Eyebright. The Wisconsin 
Board of Control winner at Springfield the previous 
week was shoved down into third place with an Elm- 
wood Farm heifer, Bessie Ormsby Elaine, standing sec- 
ond in line. Judge Eves had the King Bessie daugh- 
ter in first place for a long time but finally switched 
the first pair deciding that the Pabst heifer had the 
better of the argument as regards heart and shoulder. 
A milkout was called for just after the switch but Eves 
left the heifers just as he had placed them neverthe- 
less. The first three heifers had their partisans among 
the spectators and as Joe could not please them all, he 
just suited himself which after all is as it should be. 

The senior yearling class was a walkaway for Bessie 
Ormsby Gladice who is starting out this fall with a 
string of victories just the same as she did last fall in 
the calf class.

As a consequence, the milk- 
ing herd was turned out on night 
pasture, and I did not have an op- 
portunity to see them. The test 
cows, however, were in a field ad-

tainly a sight worth seeing.

The cow milked 68.6 lbs. her last 
day witih a high day for the year of 
85 lbs., a wonderfully even perform- 
ance. Greta Colantha Hartog, a 
Canadian bred cow, has over 800 
Ibs. fat and 22,961 lbs. milk in 294 
days to August 1, which should 
bring her well above the 1,200-lb. 
butter mark at the close of the year. 


I was particularly interested to 
see the new herd sire, General 
Posch (the former G. A. 
Hogg herd sire, regis- 
tered in Canada as Mont- 
vic Rag Apple Pabst). 
This bull is a son of Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst 
and Lady Meg  Posch, 
one of the best known 
foundation cows of the 
Mount Victoria Farms. 
His breeding fits in par- 
ticularly well at Yates 
Farms, for Lady Meg 
Posch is a daughter of 
Count Paul Echo Posch.

In her first 147 days, she has 
to her credit 13,388 lbs. milk, 462.7 
lbs. fat, which is exactly 500 Ibs. 
milk and 24 lbs. fat ahead of her 
last year’s record at the same period. 
She is a real dairy machine and Mr. 
Yates is retaining her young son by 
Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 13th for later 
use in the herd. One of the good 
Ones just finished was Queen Vee- 
man Posch, out of an 800-lb. fat 
daughter of old Count Paul Posch

Mr. E. F. Eastman, Secretary of 
The New Hampshire Holstein Club 
sends in the following interesting 
story: 

In the fall of 1929, Mr. and Mrs.

The New England Association has 
Curd Tested approximately 200 cows 
during recent weeks in Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire and 
Maine. This service has been ren- 
dered to breeders who are retailing 
their own milk. 


This test was originated by R. L. 
Hill of the Utah Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station and furnishes a means 
of quantatively measuring the dif- 
ference in Curd character of various 
milks. A _ preparation of pepsin or 
rennin with a solution made from Cal- 
cium Chloride Crystals is added to 
the milk which causes it to coagulate, 
in which condition its consistency is 
tested. The curd from some cows is 
much tougher than that of others. 
Milk from Holsteins and Aryshire 
cows proves much softer than that of 
other breeds and is therefore believed 
to be more easily digested. The New 
England Association with the coopera- 
tion of a number of breeders, expects 
to carry on experiments in Curd Test- 
ing during the coming year which we 
hope will prove of value to the breed 
and breeders generally.

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OHIO DAIRY FIELD DAY 


Merle Lybarger of Mt. Vernon, a 
student in vocational agriculture at 
the high school of that city under 
coaching of W. M. Stuart, proved to be 
Ohio’s best dairy cattle judging 
among Smith-Hughes boys at Dairy 
Day at the Ohio Experiment Station 
August 12. In recognition of his 
achievement he was awarded a copy 
of “Holstein-Friesian History”. 

Howard Fluke of Ashland County 
was best 4-H judge of the day in 
judging Holsteins ‘and likewise re- 
ceived a copy of this book of Holstein 
history. 

Cecil Robinson of Delaware 
County was best judge in all breeds 
and high man on Guernseys in the 
vocational division, while Harry Blos- 
sar of Wayne County was second high 
on all breeds and high man on Jer- 
seys. There were 31 teams with three 
men to a team. The Sugarcreek Twp. 
(Wayne County) team ranked first. 

Demonstrations and group discus- 
sions occupied the forenoon program 
while the 3,000 visitors were assem- 
bling. In tours through the dairy 
barns they learned that in feeding 
tests at the experiment station at 
Wooster the last two years wheat 
has been used successfully in place 
of corn where it was used as great 
as a third of the grain ration; they 
found that a medium amount of pro- 
tein in the ration is most efficient 
and most economical; that iodine 
feeding of heifers and cows has had 
no appreciable effect on milk flows 
of these cows, although the iodine 
does show up in the milk itself; that 
soybean and clover hays have about 
equal feeding value with alfalfa of 
like quality; that sudan grass has 
shown high feeding value for summer 
pasture; and above all in the ration 
legumes are essential for cheap pro- 
tein and minerals. Special sessions 
were held for women where talks 
were given on diets and nutrition and 
the importance of dairy products in 
the menu. 

Dairymen may look for a material 
increase in number of cows in milk 
next fall, C. R. Arnold, economist of 
the Ohio State University, told his 
audience of thousands of dairymen 
in the afternoon program; although 
he did express some optimism about 
farm prices and pointed to the rise 
in prices of several farm products 
recently. Dairymen today are sell- 
ing milk at two percent less than pre- 
war prices but dealers continue to 
hold the price to consumers at 26 per- 
cent above the 1914 figures, he said. 

John F. Cunningham, new dean of 
the college of agriculture made his 
first speech before a large farm au- 
dience since he assumed his new 
office. He traced the development of 
Ohio in dairy improvement, in breed- 
ing of record cows of all breeds, in 
legislation and in manufacture of 
products, and set forth the position 
of the university in the general farm 
program. C. F. Christian talked 
briefly of an advertising program the 
Ohio Dairymen’s Association contem- 
plates in promoting the use of dairy 
products through a series of cooking 
schools. 

The program of Dairy Day was 
fostered by the station in co-operation 
with the Ohio Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion.

Seven awards will be presented to 
winners of the Better Herd Sire Con- 
test for Iowa Cow Testing Associa- 
tions during the Dairy Cattle Congress 
in Waterloo this fall, Earl N. Shultz, 
extension dairyman at Iowa State 
College, has announced. 

The Iowa State Dairy Association 
will present a banner to the cow test- 
ing association having the best group 
of bulls, considering all breeds. Each 
of the various breed associations will 
offer a banner to the testing group 
having the best group of Ayrshire, 
Brown Swiss, Guernsey, Holstein and 
Jersey bulls.

BANG-FREE HERDS IN NEW 
YORK 

Commisisoner Charles H. Bald- 
win announces a plan for recogni- 
tion of herds free from Bang’s dis- 
ease in New York State. Herds en- 
tering the plan are known as Re- 
corded herds, which are herds in 
which recognized tests looking to- 
wards final approval as a clean herd 
are being conducted. Blood samples 
are to be drawn by a duly licensed 
veterinarian, approved by the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture and Mar- 
kets and at the owners’ expense. All 
herds entering this plan must be 
accredited as _ tuberculosis-free or 
otherwise tuberculin tested in ac- 
ceptable manner. Every member of 
the herd must have identification on 
file with the Department of Agricul- 
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ture and Markets. No reacting ani- 
mals may be sold from such herds 
except for immediate slaughter with- 
out identification as a reacting ani- 
mal. In order to remain on the re- 
corded list, the herd must receive 
an acceptable test at least once 
every ten months, including all ani- 
mals more than six months old 
which have not already been found 
to be reactors. When such recorded 
herds have shown no reactors for a 
period of one year, during which 
time at least three consecutive ac- 
ceptable tests at least three months 
apart have been made and when the 
history of the herd indicates that it 
is free from Bang disease, a certifi- 


cate as an Approved herd will be 
issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture and Markets. Approved 


herds must be officially tested at 
least once every twelve months. If 
any evidence of Bang’s disease ap- 
pears in such approved herds in the 
form of an abortion or by any other 
means, any animal or animals show- 
ing such evidence shall be promptly 
removed from such herds and an 
acceptable official blood test shall 
be made in not less than thirty days. 
If such blood test shows no evi- 
dence of a reactor, such herds may 
be continued as an approved herd, 
but until such retest is completed no 
animals are to be sold or removed 
from such herds without written 
permit from the Department of Agri-
